box. Bolh of these evils must be re- 
moved or public discontent wltb the 
criminal law will continue. 

Injunctions. 

Instances of abuse In the granting 
of injunctions In labor, disputes con 
tluue to occur, nnd the reseutmeut lu 
the minds of those who feel that theli 
rights are being invaded and their lib 
arty Of action and of speech unwar- 
rantably restrained continues likewise 
to grow. Much of the attack on the 
use of the process of injunction Is 
wholly without warrant, but I am con 
strained to express the belief that for 
some of It there Is warrant This ques 
tlon Is becc nlng one of prime Impor- 
tance, and unless the courts will deal 
with it In effective manner it is cer- 
tain ultimately to demand some form 
of legislative action. It would be most 
unfortunate for our tociaJ welfare if 
we should permit' many BOOsat and 
law abiding citizens to feel that they 
had just cause for regarding OUr courts 
with hostility. I earnestly command 
to the attention of the congress this 
matter, so Ibat some way may lie de 
vised which w ill limit the abuse of in 
Junctions and protect those rights 
which from lime to time it unwarrant
